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THE RULES SETTLED.

The new House rules were adopted yester-
duy by a siriet party vote. On the under
standing, which the press reports do not
maks quite clear, that the obnoxious clsuss
permitting legislative riders oa appropria-
tion bills was stricken out, the changes are
of debatable charaeter. The most ques-
tionnble features of the rules are the motives
which Jed 1o their adoption snd the delay
io their preseutation.

The weaknese of the Republican position
is that it is a direct disavowal of the prinei-
ples which the Republicso leaders have
avowed as fundameotal in legisistive gov-
ernmnst. When the declarations of Blaine,
Garfield snd Mr, Reed himself are on record
to the effect that the protaction of the
minority, which thess rules take away, is
necessary for the protection of the publie,
the deliberate overthrow of such barriers is
s rrave disavowal of principles. Btates-
men’s views of poliey may chunge, but the
priociples which they avow as guarding
public rights against hasty or injurious
legislation should be immutsble. Me,
Resa's recaniation of hisown declarations
on the main point is s practical assertion of
his standpoint that privciple is of no im-
portance beside pariy interest.

This is the sum total of two and a half
months of the session. The record of this
Congress for attending to anything but the
public wellare is, so far, very remarkable,

A BIG PROJECT.

The plans for the new town of Charleroi,
upon which work has already begun, are
promising for & boom up the Monongshels
river. The building of the biggest plate-
glnss factory io the world which i= to be in
operstion next fall is of itsell enough to
satisfly a moderate sppetite for inerease ot
industries; but that is only a starting point
for the other industrial works and the ity
of 50,000 people which is to be planted up
there at u cost of $7,000,000. With a due
allowance for the inflation produced by
poetic license, when inspired by such &
theme, the plans for work on the new town
promise active enterprise, busy times in the
building trade and the early toundation ofa
pew snd thriving industrial town which
will contribute to Pittsburg’s business and
share in Pittsburg’s prosperity. An early
insuguration and long setivity to the am-
bitious new town of Charleroi.

PRIZE FIGHTERS' INMUNITY.

The prise fighting fraternity had a little
misadventare the other evening. Ope of
the contestants in a fistic exhibition in
Texas bad the misfortune 1o receive s desth-
blow.

but Kilrain, Muldoon snd other darlings of
tho pugilistic world are under arrest to be
tried for macslanghter.

But this calls attention to the fuct that
Kilrain and Muldoon were supposed to be
serviog out jail sentences for prize fighting
in Mississippi. The severe administration
of the laws which sentences prise fighters
for their offenses and theo lets them go un-
punished to benefit by the sdvertisements is
ooeof the singular schievements of Missia-
sippi justice. Governor Lowry's crusade
sguinst prise fighting turos ont to yield
ulmost as remarkable results as the other
unigue festures of government by law in
that Biate.

It remsios to be scen whether Texms
justice has sny more stamins in dealing
with the professions! lsw breskers than the
Wississippi article.

WHAT CONGRESS £H0ULD DO.

The irretrievable way in which the New

York politicians haye ruised the World's

Fair scheme for the metropolis, is beginning
to show to impartial minds the necessity of
promptly settling tbe location of the enter-
prise in some other city and permitting the
work to be pushed without delsy. The
House Committee yesterday reported in
favor of holding the Fair in 1892, If thisis
to be dome with any degree of success,
further fooling about the location is suicydal,
It is quite plain that New York has utterly
wasled whatever chances it had. The Phila-
delphia papers which have heretofore been
favorable to the New York enterprise, are
generally expressing themselves to the effeot
that since the New York scheme is dead,
Congress should go ahead, locate the Fair at
Washington, and make it an international
success. This is undoubtedly the right
thing fo do, Let the frittering stop snd
real work bezin, on an exhibition of brosa
national proportions at Washington,

TEE FEODUCERS' PLAN.

A report was published yesterdsy o the
effect that the petrolenm producers of the
Southern Pennsylvania field are considering
the necessity of protecting the premium on
their oil, which, since the absorption of the
independent pipe lines, is entirely depend-
ent upon the option of the Btandard. The
method which the producers are said to con-
template is the obyvious one of improving
their connection with independent refineries
and constructing retineries of their own.

How well-founded the statement may be
is not certain, but there is no doubt that
such a policy would be the highest wisdom
for the prodocing interests. The preminm
on ofl is geoerally credited to the superior
quality produced in certain districts; but it
in significant that it has sppeared most in-
variably in dustriets where competing pipe
lines and refineries were in operstion. In
other words the market value of crude pe-
trolenm is higher where there is competition
forit. The obvious interest of the pro-
dacers, therefore, is to cherish the inde-
pendent refiners and pipe lines which yield
the increased returns.

This waes the original policy of the Pro-
docers’ Associstion. Had it been unswerv-
ingly adbered to, the sttitude of the
petrolenm trade would have beea wvery dif-
ferent mow. But the Standard’s agents
ekillfully switched the organization off into
the shutdown movement sad lefs it there,
while the trust was sgueesing the inde-
pendent interests and gobbling the Ohio
neld. The movement to revive independent
refining is simply a return to the original
and correct intention, and it should be
urged forward to full realization.

If the prodoeers will oreate an independ-
ent refining business at Pittsburg, as the
center of the Southern field, with pipe lines
to each distriet, they may yet produces
revolution in the petroleum industry in &
very ehort time.

BOTH ALIEE

The Democrats sre justly aroused and in-
dignant over a Congressional spportionment
of Ohio which gives 368,000 Republican
voters sixteen representatives, and only per-
mits five members of the House to & Demo-
eratio vote of 370,000, Likewise Repub-
lican opinion is horrified over the Demo-
cratic idea of giving the sixteen seats to the
379,000 Democratic vote, and making the
568,000 Republican vote salasly itsell with
the five seats,

Yet the Democrtic notion of a fair correo-
tion of the first inequality is the perpetra-
tion of the second injustice; and the Repub-
lican idea of preventing the second grab is
the perpetoation of the first greedimess.
This discloses the real feot that neither
party wishes to do what is just; but the idea
of buth is to conduot party policy on the
ethics of swinishness,

Could there be any better proof of the
necessity for pew party ethies which shall
place public justice above partisan greed?

THE REAL BIGNIFICANCE

The fechle attempt to ereste s public al-
tack on the inter-State commerce law found
an echo in Indisnapolis, where some in-
fiuence sought to revive the old system of
rebates. Something like it on the surface,
but yet with a very different foundation, is
the petition which is coming from Nebrasks
for the repeal of the Jong sud short haul
clanse.

We do pot think that the Nebraska peo-
ple will adhere to this desire when they
understand the real significance of what
they ask. Their complaint is that the rail-
road charges are 5o high that their products
cannot pay the cost of transportation to mar-
ket. In regard to corn, for example, the
staple in some parts of the West, will not,
if sold in the central warkets, vield enough
over freight charges to pay for shipping it.
The disposition is to pot the blame of this
on the much-berated fourth section. But ss
all that section does is to forbid an actually
higher charge at an intermediate point, it is
plain that if aoy iotermediate rates forbid s
reduction of throagh rates on eorn, the short
haul rates must also be prohibitive, The
sctual effeet of the Nebraska movement
would be that the railroads should put pro-
hibitive rates on Indians or Illinpis corn in
order that Nebraska corn esn be esrried
more cheaply.

There is a rather industrious revival of
the old industry roorbacks about this meas-
ure; but the three years experience that the
country has had, will ensble the misrepre-
sentations to be readily recognized.
